According to figures just made 
public by the health department} 
the opening of the Chicago sanitary 
canal has already caused a marked 
decrease in the number of ‘deaths 
due totyphoid fever. Manifestly; 
in this instance, the way to’ confer 
the greatest blessing on the people 
of Chicago was not to build more: 
hospitals§for the care of typhoid- 
fever patients, but to remove the 
cause of typhoid fever by purifving 
the city’s water supply. The same 
principle that led to the construc- 
tion of the sanitary canal as a 
means of benefiting health, ought 
to be applied to other situations,: 
some of them much more compli- 
cated, that give rise to human dis- 
tress. 

The idea is eminently sensible.
